The Communist Wedge 
For more than two years now the 
American Communist Party, like a 
small but well-placed wedge, has 
been splitting ever more 
widely 
that group of voters loosely de- 
fined as liberal or progressive. 


The Communists began in New 
York State—where they are most 
numerous—by causing a cleavage 
in the American- Labor Patty. The 
anti-Communists formed the Liber- 
al Party and the Red element stay- 
ed with the ALP which, up to now, 
has retained a majority of the orig- 
inal party's votes. 


Then , in last year's political cam- 
paigns, a rift developed within the 
CIO-PAC and the National Citizens 
PAC over Communist

The issue is this: Must we put 
up with subversive activities mas- 
querading as liberalism at home in 
order to achieve harmony abroad? 
Must we speak softly of commun- 
ism and magnify the shortcomings 
of our own governmental forms anc 
practices lest we offend our criti 
cal domestic communists and the 
temperamental Politburo in Mos 
cow? 
The ADA says no. Its program 
expresses general approval of our 
foreign policy and rejects "any as 
sociation with Communists or sym 
pathizers with communism as com- 
pletely as we reject any 
associa- 
tions with Fascists or their sympa- 
thizers. Both are hostile to the prin- 
ciples of freedom and democracy 
""Mr. Wallace has not gone this 
far, especially as regards foreign 
policy. And it is his undoubted mis- 
fortune that his Madison 
Square 
Garden speech won him the support 
of American Communist publica- 
tions which are now attacking the 
ADA. 
So it seems possible that 
the 
Communist wedge may be weaken- 
ing itself even as it splits the lib- 
eral forces wider. For with each 
new split more persons emphatic- 
ally dissociate themselves from the 
Communists. With each new split 
the Communists' acivtities are spot- 
lighted more clearly. 
As a result, the party in 
this 
country may find itself too isolated 
to prevent the sensible and pos- 
sible cp-operation of a strong, de- 
mocratic, capitalistic Uniled Slates 
with a strong, communistic, totali 
arian Russia—a Russia which, of

The Communist Wedge 
For more than two years now the 
American Communist Party, like a 
small but well-placed wedge, has 
been splitting ever more 
widely 
that group of voters loosely de- 
fined as liberal or progressive. 


The Communists began in New 
York State—where they are most 
numerous—by causing a cleavage 
in the American- Labor Patty. The 
anti-Communists formed the Liber- 
al Party and the Red element stay- 
ed with the ALP which, up to now, 
has retained a majority of the orig- 
inal party's votes. 


Then , in last year's political cam- 
paigns, a rift developed within the 
CIO-PAC and the National Citizens 
PAC over Communist 
influence 
and sympathizers. It spread to the

Must we speak softly of commun- 
ism and magnify the shortcomings 
of our own governmental forms anc 
practices lest we offend our criti 
cal domestic communists and the 
temperamental Politburo in Mos 
cow? 
The ADA says no. Its program 
expresses general approval of our 
foreign policy and rejects "any as 
sociation with Communists or sym 
pathizers with communism as com- 
pletely as we reject any 
associa- 
tions with Fascists or their sympa- 
thizers. Both are hostile to the prin- 
ciples of freedom and democracy 
""Mr. Wallace has not gone this 
far, especially as regards foreign 
policy. And it is his undoubted mis- 
fortune that his Madison 
Square 
Garden speech won him the support 
of American Communist publica- 
tions which are now attacking the 
ADA. 
So it seems possible that 
the 
Communist wedge may be weaken- 
ing itself even as it splits the lib- 
eral forces wider. For with each 
new split more persons emphatic- 
ally dissociate themselves from the 
Communists. With each new split 
the Communists' acivtities are spot- 
lighted more clearly. 
As a result, the party in 
this 
country may find itself too isolated 
to prevent the sensible and pos- 
sible cp-operation of a strong, de- 
mocratic, capitalistic Uniled Slates 
with a strong, communistic, totali 
arian Russia—a Russia which, of

The Communist Wedge 
For more than two years now the 
American Communist Party, like a 
small but well-placed wedge, has 
been splitting ever more 
widely 
that group of voters loosely de- 
fined as liberal or progressive. 


The Communists began in New 
York State—where they are most 
numerous—by causing a cleavage 
in the American- Labor Patty. The 
anti-Communists formed the Liber- 
al Party and the Red element stay- 
ed with the ALP which, up to now, 
has retained a majority of the orig- 
inal party's votes.

Must we speak softly of commun- 
ism and magnify the shortcomings 
of our own governmental forms anc 
practices lest we offend our criti 
cal domestic communists and the 
temperamental Politburo in Mos 
cow? 
The ADA says no. Its program 
expresses general approval of our 
foreign policy and rejects "any as 
sociation with Communists or sym 
pathizers with communism as com- 
pletely as we reject any 
associa- 
tions with Fascists or their sympa- 
thizers. Both are hostile to the prin- 
ciples of freedom and democracy 
""Mr. Wallace has not gone this 
far, especially as regards foreign 
policy. And it is his undoubted mis- 
fortune that his Madison 
Square 
Garden speech won him the support 
of American Communist publica- 
tions which are now attacking the 
ADA. 
So it seems possible that 
the 
Communist wedge may be weaken- 
ing itself even as it splits the lib- 
eral forces wider. For with each 
new split more persons emphatic- 
ally dissociate themselves from the 
Communists.

Before House 


Little Rock, Feb. 7 — (#)—A bill 


to double Arkansas beer consum- 
ers' sales tax was introduced in 
the House today by Reps. Wade 
and Seamsler of Washington coun- 
ty-The present beer sales tax, es- 
tablished in 1941, is $5.00 bcr 32- 
gallon barrel. 


The bill, identical to one intro- 


duced in the Senate yesterday by 
Sen. Cloer of 
Springdale, would 
permit the retailer to 'pass the in- 
crease on to the consumer at the 
rate of two cents per bottle or 12- 
ourice glass. 


The present sales tax on 
beer 


now goes'into the state apportion- 
ment fund for allocation under the 
terms of the 1945 Stabilization Act. 
However, tjie new proposal would 
allocate only 50 percent of the in- 
crease to this fund and 25 percent 
to the

Little Rock, Feb. 7 — (#)—A bill 


to double Arkansas beer consum- 
ers' sales tax was introduced in 
the House today by Reps. Wade 
and Seamsler of Washington coun- 
ty-The present beer sales tax, es- 
tablished in 1941, is $5.00 bcr 32- 
gallon barrel. 


The bill, identical to one intro- 


duced in the Senate yesterday by 
Sen. Cloer of 
Springdale, would 
permit the retailer to 'pass the in- 
crease on to the consumer at the 
rate of two cents per bottle or 12- 
ourice glass. 


The present sales tax on 
beer 


now goes'into the state apportion- 
ment fund for allocation under the 
terms of the 1945 Stabilization Act. 
However, tjie new proposal would 
allocate only 50 percent of the in- 
crease to this fund and 25 percent 
to the 
University 
of 
Arkansas

Little Rock, Feb. 7 — (#)—A bill 


to double Arkansas beer consum- 
ers' sales tax was introduced in 
the House today by Reps. Wade 
and Seamsler of Washington coun- 
ty-The present beer sales tax, es- 
tablished in 1941, is $5.00 bcr 32- 
gallon barrel. 


The bill, identical to one intro- 


duced in the Senate yesterday by 
Sen. Cloer of 
Springdale, would 
permit the retailer to 'pass the in- 
crease on to the consumer at the 
rate of two cents per bottle or 12- 
ourice glass. 


The present sales tax on 
beer 


now goes'into the state apportion- 
ment fund for allocation under the 
terms of the 1945 Stabilization Act. 
However, tjie new proposal would 
allocate only 50 percent of the in- 
crease to this fund and 25 percent

Little Rock, Feb. 7 — (#)—A bill 


to double Arkansas beer consum- 
ers' sales tax was introduced in 
the House today by Reps. Wade 
and Seamsler of Washington coun- 
ty-The present beer sales tax, es- 
tablished in 1941, is $5.00 bcr 32- 
gallon barrel. 


The bill, identical to one intro- 


duced in the Senate yesterday by 
Sen. Cloer of 
Springdale, would 
permit the retailer to 'pass the in- 
crease on to the consumer at the 
rate of two cents per bottle or 12- 
ourice glass. 


The present sales tax on 
beer 


now goes'into the state apportion- 
ment fund for allocation under the 
terms of the 1945 Stabilization Act. 
However, tjie new proposal would 
allocate only 50 percent of the in- 
crease to this fund and 25 percent 
to the 
University 
of 
Arkansas
